A union attorney said on the eve 
of today's meeting that "at the mo­ 
ment there Is no indication of any 
change in the . . . situation.” 
The meeting was between repre­ 
sentatives of the Western Electric 
company, m anufacturing and in- 
tailing subsidiary of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company, 
and the CIO Communications Work­ 
ers of America. 
A strike is threatened for 6 a rn. 
Wednesday in a dispute over wages, 
hours, vacations, pensions, training 
periods and oilier issues. 
Ching will confer here this after­ 
noon with his chief aides on the 
progress of negotiations, it was an ­ 
nounced last night by William N.

Consider Truce Request 
In W ashington, the government

Slow Crowing Vegetables 
Need Early Start Indoors 


W hether to sow seeds of vet ela­ 
t e s direct in the garden, or set cir 
plants may puzzle beginning gar­ 
deners. 
Most of them decide it by sow­ 
ing direct varieties which are hardv. 
crow 
rapidly, and 
m ature earls. 
while they set out plants of tend* 
varieties, which m ature slowly and 
could not be sown directly outdoors 
until danger of frost is over. 
Tomatoes, peppers and eggplant 
are given an early start, under pro­ 
tection, over most of the country 
so that their harvest may begin 
weeks earlier than would tx* possi­ 
ble with seed sown directly out­ 
doors. Cauliflower, which must m a­ 
ture before hot-weather, 
is 
also 
started in this way, as well as earl” 
cabbage, broccoli, 
and 
frequently 
kohlrabi 
For late harvests, how­ 
ever, all these are sown in the gar­ 
den. 
For most other vegetables, little 
is gained by setting out plants, ex- 
cep* in cases where it miirht be dif­ 
ficult to start seedlings. This tnav 
be true in localities of heavy so-’ 
and low rainfall, and in all sections 
during hot weather. 
There are handicaps in trans­ 
planting, which should be consid­ 
ered. Whenever a plant is moved 
from one location to another, it suf­ 
fers a shock, and growth stands still 
until it recovers, and adjusts itself 
to the new location. A certain per­ 
centage of loss may be expected, 
and unless transplanting conditions 
are favorable, and handling skill­ 
ful. the gain in the harvest may be 
less 
than 
was 
expected. 
Many 
market 
gardeners find 
that 
late 
tomatoes grown from seed sown in 
the garden, and never moved, will 
grow faster and more vigorously 
than plants which are started un­ 
der protection, and set out in the 
garden. While the transplants usual­ 
ly bear first, the direct seeded plants 
are often not many days behind 
But for early tomatoes, cabba e. 
broccoli and 
cauliflower, and for 
such slow maturing plants as pop­ 
la r and eggplant, most am ateurs 
will find it wise to start their plants 
under protection, and move them 
carefully to the garden when it is 
safe, in order that the harvest of 
garden-fresh food may begin a few 
weeks earlier.
